Farm people work to many hours, 
according to D/r, Seale Harris, one 
of the South’s most prominent 
physicians, who . declares that an 
eight-hour day is needed on the farm 
as well as eleswhere. 

He thinks that the farmer gets in- 
to the habit of working long hours 
and consequently does not put forth 
as effective efforts as he would if 
he limited his daily period of labor. 
Dr, Harris says: 

“Farmers ought to be encouraged 
to work strenuously eight hours a 
day and then take more rest and re- 
creation, instead of working feebly 
fifteen hours a day as many of them 
do.” 

While most farmers would resent 
being told that they work “feebly,” 
there is no doubt that when one 
knows he is going to stick on the job 
for fifteen hours in a day he will not 
exert himself as energetically as he 
would for a a shorter period, 

Vigorous work relieved by a lib- 
eral amount of rest and recreation 
seems to be a good formula for 
health and efficieney.

‘Agent Gooderham 
Addresses Calgary 
W. Capadian Club 


(From Calgary Herald) 

Pmbellishing his tale with inter- 
esting incident and  anecodote 
gleaned from his experience as Indian 
agent at Gleichen, Mr. G. H. Good- 
erham traced for the benefit of teh 
Women’s Canadian Club Tuesday 
evening the romantic history of the 
Blackfoot Indian, a respresentative 
company of mambers, with their 
husbands, gathering in the ballroom 
of the Hotel Palliser. Mrs. H. G. H. 
Glass, the president, introduced the 
speaker, and a group of songs, de- 
lightfully sung by Mrs. James Bodell 
and Miss Vera Claxton, prefaced the 
address of the evening. _In speaking 
of “The Blackfoot as I Know Him.” 
Mr, Gooderham touched on the many 
influences which had transformed 
the former warrior and hunter into 
the quiet, peace-loving nature which 
we know today. Chief of these, he 
said, was the advent of the white 
man, who brought in ‘his train di- 
sease which ravaged the tribes, and 
whisky, which demoralized them. 
Then came the intervention of “The 
Great White Mother” and the 
Treaty of 1877 with the great Chief 
Crowfoot, on behalf of his people, 
and finally, the government agent. 
His business it is to protect the In- 
dian against exploitation, and to 
help him to develop his own powers, 
that he may becot* »¢usefnl and 
self-supporting subject. The agent 
also acts as magistrate on the re- 
serve, and must settle, to the best of 
his ability, such family quarrels and 
fueds as may rise, as well as direct- 
ing the activities of the reserve, 

Are Not Paupers 

At the present time there are ap- 
proximately 700 of the Blackfoot 
tribe on the Gleichen reserve, of 
which some 150 are _ successful 
rancher-farmers, growing large 
quantities of grain, and owning 
many head of horses and cattle, The 
schools are carrying on _ excellent 
work among the younger’ genera- 
tions, a hospital which has recently 
been erected by the request of the 
chiefs, with the tribe’s funds, is 
functioning efficiently, in spite of 
some opposition on the part of the 
medicine men, and the Blackfoot 
dwell in substantial houses, many of 
which are lighted by electricity. One 
sqaw has gone so far as to instal 
an electric washing-machine, and 
many of the chiefs and bloods of the 
tribe own their own motor cars, In 
this connection Mr. Gooderham 
pointed out that it was a mistake to 
consider the present-day Indian a 
pauper, or to treat him as such, The 
Blackfoot, he stated, own horses, 
cattle, grow considerable wheat, and 
in addition, produce a certain 
amount of coal from valuable mines 
eituated on the reserve. The tribe is 
a wealthy one, but it has been found 
that this money is best employed 
when spent for them indirectly, 

In Transcient Stage 

Now a peaceful citizen, the Black- 
foot was, in former days, a wild and 
war-like individual, who roamed the 
plains in search of his staple food, 
the buffalo, In 1776 the tribes ac- 
quired their first horses, and for the 
next hundred years “stealing horses 
and brides” became their chief pur- 
suits. A man’s wealth was counted 
in horses, and the old Indian of heaey 
still reckons in horse-flesh. 
Indian of the “horse age’ was a 
magnificent specimen of manhood, 
living in large camps under a strict 
code conducive to good health and 
good morals, Then came civiliqation, 
with its attendant ills, the gradual 
narrowing down of the Indians’ ter- 
ritory, and the disappearance of the 
buffalo. Hitherto followers of the 
chase, the Indian was forced to live 
a sedentary life, with demoralizing 
effect. Now, after fifty years of 
existence on their broad reserve at 
Gleighen, the Blackfoot is becoming

Last Thursday evening the big 
wooden bridge across the Bow river 
southeast of Cluny was carried com- 
pletely away, leaving only the ap- 
proaches on either sides, The ice 
on the Bow jammed above the bridge 
and when it broke thousands of tons 
of ice had accumulated and with 
terriffic force hit the bridge an ice 
still piled high up along the banks 
of the river, which, however, is now 
rapidly receeding and should soon be 
past flood conditions, The bridge 
was carried some distance down the 
river and divided in three sections, 

Crowfoot creek bridge east of Cluny 
was carried out the same night, but 
& government man went down Mofi- 
day afternoon to start the work of re- 
placing it. 

The loss of the Bow bridge is a 
serious matter for Climy and the 
people south of the river in the Milo 
and Queenstown districts, who will 
have to journey all the way west to 
Arrowwood to cross the river, It is 
hoped the government will loose no 
time in replacing this important 
bridge, although it will require months 
to reconstruct it, Meantime a ferry 
could easily be placed at the old ferry 
crossing at little expense and would 
prove a great convenience,

Invited to see Montreal by the 
hotels and the tourist and conven- 
tion bureau of the city, 75 members 
of the Massachusetts Hotel Men's 
Association spent a week-end re- 
cently there and were given a royal 
Teception. As their president, Emil 
Coulon, said, ‘We came to sell New 
England to Montreal, but you have 
eol Montreal and Quebec province 
to us. 


During the usually quiet immi- 
Saricn months of December and 
anuary the Canadian Colonization 
Association colonized 75 families 
who took up land to the extent of 
22,734 acres, In 1927 the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, through its land 
department and its subsidiary (the 
C. C. A.) placed 2,694 families on 
Canadian farms, this including 626 
families averaging 5 persons to the 
credit of the Association and 1,529 
families on C. P. R. lands, 


The movement of British youth 
to Canada promises to be consider- 
ably heavier than usual, due to new 
arrangements made with the Brit- 
ish Government. Ontario is taking 
500 boys, Manitoba 50 and the Mari- 
time Provinces and Saskatchewan 
an indeterminate number, while 
some hundreds are to be moved by 
private organizations. In all it is 
estimated some 2,000 boys will prob- 
ably be brought out under the new 
scheme this summer. 


Another body of sportsmen are 
finding Montreal and Eastern Can- 
ada good places in winter as 
well as summer. The Appalachian 
Mountain Club, of Boston, picked 
the best period of the winter sea- 
son to spend a week in the Lauren- 
tians mainly devoted to ski-ing, but 
with eg dks dog-mushing and 
tobogganing thrown in. It was the 
first time they had ever visited this 
district in winter and they are go- 
ing to repeat it.

ons, already locally organized, for 
he purpose of forming a Fish and 
‘ame Assiciation, Among the chief 
bjectives of this provincial associa- 
‘on will be the suppression of pests, 
ich as crows, magpies and coyotes,

which will advance the fish and game 
interests in their relation to farm- 
ers, ranchers and sportmen, and the 
bringing in of new game birds, such 
as ring-necked pheasants, which will 
do well in this province, 

In this connection, the Calgary 
Fish and Game Association has al- 
ready arranged to bring in 1000 
pheasant chicks this sumimer to be 
set out in the Calgary district, Other 
associations are talking similar steps 
and it is indicated that there may be 
support from the Provincial Govern- 
ment in this respect. 

In order to form a strong Alberta 
Fish and Game Association, it is de- 
sirable that local associations be or- 
ganized throughout the province and 
all sportsmen in this district are urg- 
ed to take an active part in accom-- 
plishing this end. Those who are 
interested, are invited to write to C. 
A. Hayden, President of the Calgary 
Fish and Game Association, who is 
looking after the preliminary work 
in connection with the forming of the 
orovincial association.
